Capt. Larz's 80th birthday just another work day 


He uses a cane now, sometimes 
for walking, sometimes for waving 
and pointing, The cane, made from 
the branch of a Baldwin apple tree, 
was given to him by Eddie Sargent, 
who is a dozen years older. 

But on his 80th birthday, Capt. 
Larz Neilson is still going strong. 
The founder and publisher of the 
Town Crier still works every day. 

When he founded the paper, Wil- 
mington was a much smaller town, 
but growing. It was 1955, and 
builders were busy putting in 
Subdivisions, Route 93 was on the 


design boards. 

Rodney Buck was still selling 
groceries in North Wilmington, and 
the Woodsides ran the drug store in 
the square. On the other side of 
Main Street, next to the depot was 
George's Restaurant. The propric- 
tor was George Spanos, who Larz 
named the honorary mayor of 
Wilmington. Larz used to write 
many of his stories in a booth in 
George's Restaurant, on a portable 
typewriter, 

Larz's venture into journalism 
came after 20 years at sea. He left 


Wilmington at age 16 to attend 
Mass. Maritime Academy at 
Buzzard's Bay. Graduating in 1930, 
he spend the next dozen years in the 
Merchant Marine, working his way 
up in the officers’ ranks, 

When the U.S. entered World 
War II, Larz was chief mate on the 
S.S. Carolinian. 

After a brief trip home to get 
married — five days after Pearl 
Harbor — he was on his way to 
Australia. Once he returned to the 
States in 1942, he spent several 
months in New York, supervising 


the loading of ships. 

He had command of four ships 
during the war, the S.S. John Drake 
Sloat, the S.S. Daniel Boone, the 
S.S. Benjamin Goodhue and the 
Chanute Victory. 

With the end of the war, things 
changed. Larz's last voyage was in 
November, 1947, returning a ship 
to New York after its captain had 
committed suicide in Sweden. 

Larz returned to Wilmington and 
went to work as a correspondent for 
the Lowell Sun. In 1951, he became 
the editor of the Wiimington 


Teachers could face layoffs tonight

The Wilmington School Comm- 
ittee will act tonight to lay off 23 
teachers unless the teachers’ union 
is ready to accept an amended 
contract voted on last week. WTA 
President John Wood said Tuesday 
the union had not met on the issue 
since it was hard to get members 
together after school had closed 
and meet the one week deadline. 
"The School Committee will have 
to take their vote and get on with it. 
We may not like that but we have to 
have an answer (on the layoffs)," 
Wood told the Town Crier adding, 
once teachers are riffed, "that will 
pretty much kill" any chance to 
salvage the contract. 


Wood is one of the teachers slated 
to be cut. He has five children, a 
wife who also was laid off from her 
job as an elementary teacher in the 
Boston School System, and a slim 
chance of finding a similar job any 
time soon if committeemen take 
action on the Reduction in Force 
(RIF) list. 

"It stinks," Wood said of the 
whole situation. He explained he 
would be eligible to receive $282 a 
week in unemployment compensa- 
tion for a 30 week period in 
addition to $25 a week for each of 
his children. Wood is a realist who 
thinks his chances of finding a new 
teaching job are "pretty grim." 

The unnion president predicted 


the layoffs would "damage" the 
school system in more ways than 
one. He said if committeemen lay 
off people according to the latest 
RIF list drawn up by the board, the 
union would take the case to court 
which could cost the system some 
large legal fees. According to one 
source, another RIF list had been 
prepared but will not be brought 
forward because the committee and 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
(WTA) disagree on how the layoffs 
should proceed. 

Wood claims the school board has 
"broken faith" with the teachers in 
not ratifying the original agree- 
ment. That agreement guaranteed 
all bargaining unit members jobs 


next year whether or not there are 
additional cuts in local aid. Wood 
said many teachers feel the 
commitee should first cut $175,000 
still in the classification E account 
and $50,000 set aside for 
curriculum materials before letting 
teachers go. 

When asked to comment on 
statements made by Wilmington 
Selectmen regarding the contract's 
16 percent pay raise over three 
years, Wood said, "we never would 
have passed a one year deal." 

"What selectmen fail to realize is 
we have a contract in place.Last 
year we laid off 20 people. That 
didn't happen to the town side," he 
said. 


New contract ratified, then amended

A new three year teachers’ 
contract and a renegotiated portion 
of the current contract were 
ratified in four to three votes of the 
Wilmington School Committee last 
Wednesday. The approval was 
contingent, however, on a last 
minute amendment which would 
guarantee teachers’ jobs in FY '92 
only if the state aid situation 
doesn't worsen. Both contracts 
have now gone back to the teachers 
association to see if teachers will 
accept the amendment. 

The new successor agreement, if 
put into effect, is expected to give 
teachers al6 percent pay raise over 
the life of the contract in addition 
to other incentives. In return, 
teachers have agreed to give up 
their seven percent increase in the 
last year of the present contract and 
accept only step increases that are 
due them. 

Wednesday's late-night meeting 
was marked by some confusion and 
division among board members as 
they discussed the contract laid out 
by their three man sub-committee. 
While 20 or 30 teachers looked on, 
some of the committeemen raised 
questions on the agreement and 
expressed displeasure over the 
negotiation process.

Peggy Kane. argued that her 
board should have geen the final 
contract before it was offered to 
the WTA last Tuesday. She claimed 
that her board had never discussed 
the retirement package, which 
offers a money incentive to 
teachers who announce early 
retirement, 

Kane agreed with fellow member 
Andrea Paglia that the committee 
should have rescinded an earlier 
vote before acting on the new 
contract. That vote apparently 
requires the committee to deal with 
all 11 bargaining units in a similar 
way when negotiating a new 
contract. Paglia said if that vote 
stands, it would seem that Supt. 
William Fay had negotiated his 
own contract. Others disagreed 
with her interpretation. Fay was 
part of the sub-committee which 
drew up the terms for the teachers’ 
contract. Also on the sub-commit- 
tee were Chairman Aldo Caira and 
Town Counsel Alan Altman. 

Dr. Shirley Callan, Kane, and 
Paglia presented fellow members 
with a copy of a minority report 
they were forwarding to the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees, the Middlesex 
County District Attorney's Office, 
and the State Ethics Board. In the 
report, the three women state "We 
are vehemently opposed to these 
contract ratifications for reasons of 
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finance and procedure." They 
claim the raise offered will spell 
"financial disaster" for the school 
system. In addition, the report 
states, "Since we believe that the 
Superintendent of Schools acted 


without the authority of the board 
that employs him when he signed 
an agreement with WTA President 
John Wood on June 14, 1991, and 
since we believe that he has now

Tighe asks town 
to waive $100k 
in sewer fees

Proponents of Shawsheen 
Commons are secking to. waive 
over $100,000 in water and sewer 
hookup fees in exchange for 
building sidewalks within the 220 
unit affordable housing project. 

At Monday's meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen, 
Attorney John Callan told 
selectmen he was there to get their 
consent to a statement of policy by 
the board of appeals waiving water 
and sewer hookup fees for the 
affordable units. If the fees are 
waived, proponents would 
reportedly save $105,600. 
However, said Callan, the water 
and sewer commission favors 
waiving sewer hookup fees for the 
entire project and not waiving 
water fees at all. That scenario 
would save proponents $108,000, 
he added. 

Callan explained, if the board 
doesn't go along with the 
recommendation of the appeals 
board and water and sewer 
commissioners, builder Jay Tighe 
would have no choice, given 
“additional” costs incurred in 
building a bigger pumping station 
and hooking the Shawsheen School 
up to the new sewer line, but to 
save money by not putting in 
sidewalks. Because this is. a 
Homeownership Opportunity Pro- 
gram (HOP) project with a 
comprehensive permit, the town 
has no legal authority to require 
the sidewalks, 

Selectmen seemed taken aback by 
the request. They questioned what 
their obligation was in the 
circumstances and said they would 
like a chance to discuss the 
proposal with the Water and Sewer 
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Commission and Town Counsel. 

"I really can't make a decision 
(tonight) said Chairman Bob 
Doucette. 

Chester Bruce questioned why 
the water and sewer commissioners 
didn't ask to waive all fees during 
the comprehensive permit process. 
He pointed out a $500,000 CDA 6 
grant was already approved to 
defray the cost of infrastructure 
for the developer. 

"This is a development; there is a 
profit involved," said Bruce, 
adding there were no fees waived 
for the affordable home built on 
Everett Avenue. Housing Autho- 
rity Director Ella Belmore 
disputed Callan's figures saying 
hookup fees for the Everett 
Avenue house were double what 
was mentioned to selectmen, 

Selectman Mark Haldane noted 
the town has an obligation to be 
fair to the developers and to abide 
by the "spirit" of negotiations with * 
the town. However, he added, he 
was unsure what the board's role 
should be in this case. 

Carole Hamilton, head of the 
local housing partnership currently 
reviewing changes made to the 
plan, said one way for towns to 
“support affordability" and work 
with proponents is to waive fees 
for the affordable units. Callan 
explained, in complying with 
requirements of the water and 
sewer department to bring in a 10 
inch sewer line and a 12 inch water 
line to the project, proponents have 
"gone well beyond the parameters 
of the board of appeals decision.” 
He added the developer didn't 
realize in going along with the 
town’s master sewer plan he would 
incur costs of "this magnitude." 
One of the costs referred to was 
$319,000 to build the pumping 
station and tie in the elementary 
school to sewers. 

Selectmen asked Callan and Tighe 
to wait a few weeks for a decision 
while they seek additional informa- 
tion, While Doucette said the 
monies waived from the hookup 
would not be collected as revenue 
by the water and sewer 
department, no one knew for sure 
what the impact would be on 
Wilmington taxpayers.

Wilmington sewer 
assessment up 44%

Local officials have been notified 
»the MWRA (Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority) sewer assess- 
ment for Wilmington is going up 
44 percent. That figure is based on 
the preliminary assessments for 
1992. The increase is the fourth 
highest in the communities ser- 
viced by the MWRA. 

Originally it was estimated the 
town's assessment would only 
increase by 33 percent. Assistant 
Town Manager Jeff Hull, who sits 
on the MWRA Advisory Board, 
told selectmen Monday the town 
was prepared for an increase in the 
20 to 25 percent range. 

Hull said Wilmington can expect 
to face this kind of increase for an 
additional year or two during the 


Selectmen 
angered 
by raises 

for teachers

Angry selectmen targeted the new 
three year teachers’ contract under 
consideration by the school board 
at their meeting Monday night 
saying it was unfair to taxpayers 
and other unions to offer teachers 
any raise at this time. Selectmen 
pointed out municipal workers are 
currently negotiating new contracts 
offering no raise in FY 1992, 

"It's an astonishing amount of 
money that would be involved 
here. I just can't see this happening 
at all," said Chairman Dan Ballou. 

Bob Cain said he was “a little 
disappointed" that school em- 
ployees were getting raises, 
especially since it forces town 
administrators to match the 
teachers' proposed raise. He 
claimed there was an informal 
agreement with the schools that any 
money available would go towards 
operations and not into pay raises 
in the year ahead. In fact, the WTA 
has agreed to forego their seven 
percent raise in FY 1992, 

Selectmen proposed sending a 
letter to school officials expressing 
their disapproval of the contract 
offer. made to the teachers’ assoc- 
iation last week. Mark Haldane 
said, in fairness to school officials 
and teachers, the WTA still has one 
year to go on its current contract 
and it's up to the school commitee 
to act as it sees fit on the bottom 
line budget approved at town 
meeting. 

"I just don't want it to seem (as if) 
the board of selectmen is picking 
on the teachers," he said. 


Lack of frontage concerns board

A request to waive frontage 
requirements on a lot on Chestnut 
Street was met with mixed feelings 
on the part of the Wilmington 
Planning Board. 

Attorney Bob Peterson 
represented applicant Aldo Caira at 
the last planning board meeting. 
Caira received a variance from the 
board of appeals to subdivide his 
existing land into two Jots with 
insufficient frontage and lot width. 
Peterson told the board Caira was 


not subdividing his land for profit 
but in order to deed one lot to his 
son, 

According to Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan, when a new lot is 
created, the planning board has the 
responsibility to waive frontage 
requirements on the plan, On a 
pre-existing lot, the board of 
appeals has jurisdiction and can 
grant variances, she said. 

Peterson pointed out a public 
hearing was held in April on the 
proposal and there was no 
opposition from the neighbors. 
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Planners had some concerns. 
Carole Hamilton said her main 
concern was taking a lot 
conforming to local zoning laws 
and creating two non-conforming 
lots. 

"I don't like this situation," added 
Austin Rounds referring to the lack 
of frontage. 

The board voted unanimously to 
receive the plan and discuss and 
vote on it when a full board was 
present. The issue is expected to be 
brought up again next Tuesday.

On the average, Wilmington 
residents can expect to pay 
Sereuimately $2.78 more on their 
eléctric bills each month once a 
study is complete and new rates are 
finalized by the Reading Municipal 
Light Department in the fall. 

In a presentation to selectmen 
Monday night, RMLD General 
Manager Leonard Rucker, RMLD 
board member Phil Pacino, and 
Energy Services Manager Vincent 
Comeron outlined proposed 
adjustments to the department's 
electric rate structure. Those 
adjustments, if approved, could 
work out to a five to seven percent 
increase in the summer months and 
a six to nine percent increase in the 
winter months for the residential 
sector; a nine to 12 percent 
ingrease in the summer and a one to 
three percent decrease in the 
winter for small commercial 
businesses; and a one to two 
percent decrease in the summer 
and a six to 10 percent decrease in 
the winter for large commercial 
businesses. Small businesses are 
classified as those companies using 
30 to 35 percent of possible energy 
while larger companies like 
Analog Devices consume 50 to 60 
percent of possible energy on a 
monthly basis, 

The rate increases are based on 
use during peak hours, according 
to Cameron, In the summer, peak 
hours are reached between 2 and 4 
p.m. and, in the winter, electric use 
peaks between 5 and 7 p.m. 
Cameron pointed out, while 
industrial and commercial 
customers use more electricity 
during summer peak hours, 
residential customers are the 


b]ggest users during winter peak 
urs.

Another is to pick up 
special energy saving lightbulbs 
which cost customers nothing the 
first month and 35 cents thereafter. 

In an effort to get input on their 
Proposed adjusiments, company 
officials are visiting local 
Chambers of Commerce, local 
organizations, and discussing the 
matter with the newly formed 
Citizens Advisory Board.

A stalemate was reached last 
week on a denial order of 
conditions for a house being built 
by landowner Michael Strow.

Though Chairman Dennis Poltrino 
felt they could place restrictions on 
the order to limit impact to the

wetlands, the rest of the board 
to draw up a denial order of 
conditions for consideration by the. 
entire board. 

Neither Tom Roussell nor 
Margaret Imbimbo had been at the 
last meeting. After reviewing the 
matter Wednesday, they both went 
along with Poltrino’s thinking and 
voted against the denial. 

Gary Mercer explained he 
favored denying the project 
because he felt the commission 
would not be able to restrict future 
landowners from straying near the 
wetlands. He also questioned 
whether Roussell had enough 
information to make a decision 
since he hadn't been at the hearing. 

"I'm capable of voting tonight," 
said Roussell. 

Bill MacKinnon also argued in 
favor of denial. He was afraid a 
precedent would be set and it 
would be difficult for their 


administrators to police this type of 
Situation in the future. 


Roussell suggested the board do 
one of three things: reconsider its 
vote, write a letter to DEP 
requesting they take jurisdiction, 
or do nothing and let the applicant 
take the next step, Erich 
Nitzsche felt the last alternative 
would unnecessarily delay the 
Project. Mercer pointed out what 
was really needed was some new 
evidence, _—_——— 

A letter will now go to DEP 
explaining that the applicant is 
expected to refile with the 
commission, If Strow doesn't 
refile, the DEP will have 
jurisdiction over the project.

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Waiver would be bad precedent

Sewer hookup fees collected by the town of Wilmington go 
toward the cost of running the town sewer system. The money 
collected is not enough to cover the costs, which means that tax 
money is used to subsidize the operation of the sewer. 

Developer Jay Tighe is asking the town to forego sewer 
hookup charges in the amount of $108,000. 

The project in question is the Shawsheen Commons housing 
project that Tighe is building off Hopkins Strect. Eventually it 
will have 220 wnits,“66 of which will be sold under the HOP 
program. Thése will go to qualified low-income buyers. The 
remaining 154 units will be sold at market. 

Tighe’s attorney appeared before the selectmen on Monday 
night, asking that the sewer hookup fces be waived. 

In his presentation, the attorney made it clear that Tighe was 
tying the waiver of the hookup fees to the building of sidewalks. 

Tighe already received $500,000 worth of support on the 
project in the form of a CDAG grant. The selectmen had to 
approve that grant, funds for which come from the state. 

The new sewer was built at Tighe's expense, and the town will 
be tying the Shawsheen School into the sewer. Yet Tighe agreed to 
build it as a part of his project. 

Tighe recently went back to the Board of Appeals and had 
changes approved in the makeup of the housing units. There will 
be more two and three-family units, less single family and 
four-family units. 

By including the low-income units in the project, Tighe was 
able to by-pass many town approvals, under the provisions of Ch. 
774. But there were several things he agreed to do, and now he is 
trying to back out, unless the town will waive the sewer hook-up 
fees. He was aware of the hookup fees from the start, and now that 
the project is underway, he wants them waived. 

Waivers are simply not granted. The Water and Sewer 
Commissioners operate in a businesslike manner. Granting Tighe 
an exemption would invite others to try likewise. 

It is not up to the town to guarantee that Tighe make a profit on 
the project. If he is going to plead that he is losing money, the 
town should have the power to demand scrutiny of his books 
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before granting any waiver, especially in the amount he is 
seeking. 

The matter comes down to a test of Mr. Tighe's word. He 
agreed to pay the sewer hookup fees. Should he fail to do so, it 
would be an indication of the strength of his word. 

In a year when town employees are giving in on contracts, 
foregoing contracted pay raises in order to save jobs, (or possibly 
losing jobs, in the case of the teachers) the town has no slack to 
provide a $108,000 subsidy for a builder who knew the risks 
when he started his project.

Between a rock and a hard place

Wilmington teachers are paying a high price these days, not 
only because of the state's fiscal mess, but also because of the 
school board's inability to reach agreement on the RIF list and a 
new successor contract. While a newly amended contract was 
ratified (barely) last Wednesday, the late night discussion left a 
sour taste in most observers’ mouths and raised more questions 
than were answered. In addition, a minority report filed by three 
committeemen could result in the contract being invalid — if it 
ever gets final approval. 

Teachers targeted for layoff next year are between a rock and a 
hard place. At least two of those teachers have been offered other 
jobs next year, one in a totally-different field. But until a vote is 
taken on the RIF list (hopefully tonight), all 23 teachers are in a 
kind of limbo and still don't know where they'll be working next 
year. It doesn't matter that this scenario is being played out all 
across the Commonwealth, thanks to the ineptitude of some state 
politicos. What does matter is that the big losers could end up 
being our children. And that, to quote Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, would be unconscionable. 

The discussions have gone on long enough. Both sides, the 
school committee and school employees, should have followed the 
lead of the firefighters’ union and recognized the money is just 
not there this year — and may not be there for a long time to 
come, It's true WTA members still have a year to go on their 
contract and are entitled to their negotiated pay raise. It's also 
understandable teachers want some financial security in the years 
ahead and some assurance they will get something in return if they 
give up that raise. What's not clear is where the money will come 
from if Massachusetts is still digging out from under a 
mind-boggling deficit next year and the years after that. 

Every member of the current school committee seems to have 
good intentions in doing what's best for Wilmington youngsters. 
The problem is one of approach.It is obvious the board is divided 
on many issues.It is also obvious that many questions raised last 
week went unanswered. Some members questioned why they 
weren't privy to all terms in the successor agreement before it 
went to the WTA last Tuesday. Had they been, there would have 
been no need of the last minute amendment offered by Aldo 
Caira. And why didn't Mr. Caira say anything beforehand about 
the two clauses targeted Wednesday night since he helped draw up 
the contract? School Attorney Alan Altman said he wasn't invited 
to Friday's negotiation session with union head John Wood. Why 
wasn't he, when he is being paid for his advice and was 
specifically named to the sub-committee by a majority vote of the 
board? 

These and other questions are begging for answers. In these 
difficult economic times, Wilmington needs a school board that is 
pulling together. Wilmington also needs assurance that the 
blinders are off and everyone concemed, from the superintendent 
on down, is aware of the seriousness of the situation. Maybe then 
we can finally work together to keep quality education in the 
Wilmington school system.

With the budget debate off center stage in state politics 
the next agenda for both political parties is the pending 
congressional redistricting, which will inevitably pit two 
incumbent congressmen against eachother as the Bay State 
goes from 12 to 11 seats in the House of Representatives. 

Wilmington and Tewksbury, both "proud" constituen- 
cies of Congressman Edward J. Markey, could possibly be 
moved into a restructure Fifth District, from which we 
came, or be part of a born-again Seventh including all of 
Greater Lowell. 

Michael Conway - the G.O.P.'s Best Shot 

Bringing Lowell to Markey's Seventh District brings 
with it Michael Conway, a prominent Lowell Republican 
who is gearing up a congressional campaign committee. 

This could be the local Mr. Smith goes to Washington 
story. Conway runs a small business in Lowell and hails 
from one of the city's more popular families. In the old 
Mill City they call him the "die-hard Republican", a hawkish 
Party Man through and through, who at 34 years of age can 
appeal to a new populace of voters whose political apathy is 
transforming into across-the-board anti-incumbency. 
Unlike Jimmy Stewart's immortal character, Conway isn't 
poor and doesn't run the local Boy's Town. But his youth 
and obvious detachment from the political establishment 
make him a wild-card favorite. 

Conway's official entry into the race for Congress is 
Widely anticipated, just as Republicans Jim Rappaport and 
Paul Cronin mull the decision to run. Rappaport ran the 
best "money campaign" in 1990, taking on Senator John 
Kerry, and Cronin held the Fifth District seat for one term 
until Paul Tsongas got restless at the county commission, 
contracting Potomac Fever for which there is apparently 
still no cure. 

Republican Stock is up in Both Districts 

But in which district will the candidates run? Like any 
other pol they want to nail the lid on Chet Atkin's political 
coffin in the present Fifth District, now running from 
Lowell to Framingham. Atkins returned to Washington this 
year after winning reelection by three percentage points, 
and by just two votes in Lowell. He may be the Saddam 
Hussein of Massachusetts politics — still alive after the war, 
but just barely hanging on. 

Conway paints a picture favoring a Republican nominee 
in either the Seventh or Fifth Districts. "Republicans are 
growing stronger state-wide, Bush will be a popular 
president seeking reelection at the same time, and two 
Democratic congressmen pitted against each other in a 
primary will inevitably leave a badly bruised winner for the 
Republican nominee to take on", said Conway, "The 
formula for Republican success is what is tried and true for 
the party, proven at the ballot box by Saltonstall, Volpe and 
Brad Morse — being socially progressive while fiscally 
conservative," said Conway. 

Markey's Achilles Heel 

Republican political consultant Todd Domke sees the 
Fifth and Seventh as fertile districts for the G.O.P., and said 
that a Republican challenger could fare well in 1992 against 
Ed Markey, whom Domke describes as "vulnerable". 
Markey's Achilles heel, said Domke, is "the way he 
personifies the problem of the entrenched incumbency" 
through his aggressive fundraising, which according to 
Domke includes the cable television industry. Markey 
chairs the telecommunications subcommittee in Congress 
and his campaign committee reported a 1990 year-end 
balance of $579,994.67 

Domke said predicting the make-up of new 
congressional districts is prolific at this point since the 
responsible political leaders have yet to decide. "You have 
sort of a Bermuda Triangle with [Senate President] Bulger, 
[Speaker] Flaherty and [Governor] Weld, who will have the 
final say, and it's not really known what's in their minds’, 
said Domke. 

The Blanks Could Decide 

But what really matters is what's in the voters minds, and 
growing dissatisfaction with the entrenched congressional 
incumbents will only serve the G.O.P. well in 1992. 

Though unopposed for re-election last year Markey still 
reported campaign expenditures totaling $139,568.90. 
Maybe he was worried about the blanks, which garnered 
81,071 votes district wide. In Wilmington, Markey scored 
5,167 votes to 3,069 blanks; in Tewksbury 8,166 votes to 
3,814 blanks. : 

The blanks report no campaign expenditures despite 
their respectable showing. Meanwhile, Republican 
congressional hopefuls are biting at the bit. If they can just 
earn 20 percent, and carry the blanks vote, one of them is 
heading to D.C.

It won't be the same game at the Wilmington Senior 
Citizen Center any more. Last week Town Manager 
Mike Caira appointed his new Elderly Services 
Commission to take office July 1, in keeping with Town 
Meeting Article 13. Commissioners will include Maureen

Kirkland, Henry Latta and Rocco DePasquale. For 
DePasquale it's a sweet irony. The past candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for state representative had been the 
victim of a council-sponsored debate last September. 
Executive Director Edith Cunningham lambasted 
DePasquale for what she described as a poor senior citizen 
advocacy track record. It was a classic shang hai, but Rocco 
kept his cool and stood by his solid public record. 

Leaving the council upon its demise on July 1 are Joseph 
Filipowicz, Mary Cunningham, May Cannizaro, 
Frank J. Ratto, Louise Miceli, and Charles and 
Marilyn Gilbert. Other changes at the Senior Center 
include a pay and hour cut for Mrs. Miceli, down from $245 
a week to $175 as receptionist.

Before we get back to our tomato 
plants, I want to acknowledge a 
note from K. and B.D. of 
Tewksbury. Their mock orange 
shrub, in full bloom just now, is 
infested with "small, winged black 
flies." They were wondering what 
these little beasties are, and how 
best to control them. Coin- 
cidentally, last week's column dealt 
with aphids on apple trees, and 
offered some suggestions on how 
to get rid of them (the aphids, not 
the apple trees). I expect that K. 
and B.D. have resolved their 
problem now, having decided that 
aphids were, indeed, the culprits, 
Back to our number one garden 
vegetable, (Technically the tomato 
is a fruit, but in this context we'll 
Consider it a vegetable.) If you talk 
to a dozen experienced gardeners 
about how they grow tomatoes 
you'll receive a dozen different, 
but in most ways similar, 
responses. The fundamentals of 
tomato culture include good sturdy 
disease free plants, a location 
affording seven or eight hours of 
direct sunlight, three foot spacing 
of plants, several inches of mulch 
around each plant, an inch or so of 
water each week, and a twice a 
month soaking with a water soluble 
plant fertilizer. (Miracle Gro, 
Peters, etc.) Most successful 
growers will agree that, barring 
weather circumstances beyond our 
control — high winds, hail, two 
weeks of little or no sun are exam- 
ples — even beginner gardeners 
can succeed with tomatoes. 
» The question comes up each year 
as to whether it is best to "sucker" 
our plants, or just allow them to 
develop as nature intended. For the 
first time tomato grower, 
suckering is the term used to 
designate the pinching out of all (or 
most) of the side shoots which will 
form between the main stem of the 
plant and the leaf branches, If these 
side shoots are not removed, the 
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plant will become bushy and low 
growing, rather shrub like in 
appearance. 


There is no “best way" in this 
matter. It comes down to personal 
preference, The significant advan- 
tage to suckering the plants and 
then staking them to a sturdy four 
foot pole is that the plants will look 
like someone loves them and is 
caring for them. I grow my dozen 
plants in this manner because (a) 
you can set the plants out 2 1/2 feet 
(instead of 3 1/2 feet) apart, (b) the 
ripening tomatoes run less risk of 
winding up on the ground and 
spoiling and (c) the individual 
plants are, to me at least, more 
attractive in the garden. 

Conversely, there is one very real 
advantage to allowing the plants to 
“do their own thing.” I have grown 
both pinched and unpinched tomato 
plants in order to make 
comparisons, and in my experience 
the unpinched plants will produce 
half again more fruits than will the 
suckered plants. If your goal is 
productivity, and aesthetics are not 
that important, allow your plants to 
form naturally. Better yet, do some 
experimenting in your own 
garden. Pinch back these side 
shoots on half of your plants and 
leave the others alone, You'll soon 
decide which approach suits you 
best. 

In another week or so, we can 
expect to see an occasional tomato 
hornworm working on our plants. 
This insect is a large green 
caterpillar with white stripes and a 
horn-like appendage projecting 
from its backside. It can measure 
up to four inches in length. 
Hornworms are easy to see, so 
handpicking early in the season 
usually controls them. To spot 
them early on, look for dark 
colored droppings on the foliage 
and spray the plants with water, 
causing the hornworms to thrash 
about, giving away their location. 
Left unchecked, an infestation of 
hornworms can defoliate a tomato 
plant in 10 days, eventually even 
killing it. 

Whiteflies are the only other 
serious insect pest of tomatoes, and 
they can be controlled by spraying 
them with an insecticidal soap (the 
Safer brand available in garden 
stores) every two or three days for 
three weeks. 

Next week we will consider the 
common garden slug.

Cutting of trees 
criticized by concom 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A disputed wetlands boundary 
and some illegally cut trees led 
members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission to re- 
quest land owner Louis Maglio to 
pay a visit to their board. 

Last Wednesday, Maglio told 
commissioners he didn't realize he 
was doing something illegal and 
impacting the wetlands buffer zone 
when he cut down his trees three 
weeks ago. 

"I was ignorant of the fact that I 
had to come to the Conservation 
Commission to do this," said 
Maglio. He explained he cleared 
the trees on his Gorham Street 
property so he could put a septic 
system in for a houselot. 

At least one commissioner 
expressed disappointment with the 
tree-cutting. 

"I just keep hearing case after 
case where I didn't know what's 
going on,” said Bill MacKinnon 


adding, "ignorance of the law isn't 
any excuse." Maglio's engineer 
Erich Nitzsche agreed the 
contractor should have given the 
owner some guidance. 

Conservation Administrator 
Eileen Chabot said when she 
looked at the land last year with a 
prospective buyer there were 
wetlands on site. Nitzsche said 
when the former administrator 
viewed the lot in 1989, she found 
no wetlands problem. He added 
wetlands could have been created 
by some of the tree-cutting and 
work on site. 

Commissioners said the only way 
they can now locate the boundary is 
to review the soil logs and judge by 
the type of trees cut down. Gary 
Mercer suggested having a botanist 
look at the lot, The board noted if 
there was any filling and 
replication work being done, 
Maglio would have to file for a 
Notice of Intent.

negotiated his own \salary 
increases, we believe this contract 
to be invalid." 


June 17 disagreeing with the 
contract signed by Wood and the 
Superintendent June 14. Altman 
claims, in the letter, the pay raise 
really works out toa 21.6 percent 
increase through 1995. He called 
the offer “excessive” and 
"unrealistic" considering the 
economic climate. At Wednesday's 
meeting, Altman said “it is 
excessive and almost unconscion- 
able for the school committee to 
approve what is on the table 
tonight," especially considering the 
fact that local firefighters elected 
to take no pay raise next year. Bob 
Peterson argued it was “totally 
improper" to base the committee's 
vote on what other unions have 
done. Paglia told Peterson the 
committee could have negotiated a 
one year contract as was done with 
the firefighters’ union. 

According to Fay, $597,000 will 
be saved in 1992 if the new 
contract is ratified. He said the 
money will retain all teachers next 
year and reinstate earlier 
reductions made by the committee. 

Before bringing the contract up 
for ratification, Caira took 
exception to two clauses in the new 
agreement. One clause stipulates 
that the contract is not subject to 
town meeting appropriation. The 
second clause stipulates that no 
bargaining unit member will be 
laid off in the 1991-92 school year. 

Caira argued that neither clause 
belongs in the pact. He said his 
position all along has been to save 
jobs based on the current state aid 
figure. If Wilmington gets less 
money than predicted by the town 
manager he said, that would be 
unfair to municipal employees who 
would have to bear the brunt of 
future cuts. Caira suggested adding 
an amendment to the agreement. 
That amendment would guarantee 
teachers their jobs only as long as 
the school department doesn't get 
hit with future cuts totaling 
$50,000 or more. Fay pointed out 
it would be difficult to have 
teachers come back from their 
vacations to ratify the amended 
contract. He suggested waiting for 
the outcome of the local aid 
situation. Wood would not 
comment on the contract until he 
polled the members of his 
executive board. He did tell the 
committee, however, "the no 
lay-off clause is pretty clear.” 

Several members spoke out in 
favor of the amended contract. Phil 
Fenton urged support to salvage 
the efforts so far. 

"To lay off those 23 people would 
be devastating,” he said. 

Peterson felt in fairness to those 
slated to be laid off the board 
shouldn't put the vote off. He said 
he wouldn't agree to act on the 
Reduction in force (RIF) list later 
than June 26. 

The board voted four to three to 
ratify the contract. Dr. Callan, 
Kane and Paglia were opposed.

The two basic

There are only two basic styles of 

camping: Carry all, or carry none. 

All camping involves cars 
and trailers, or portable houses if 
you have the money to enter the 
Winnebago club. 

Carry-All camping is alright for 
some, I guess, but somehow the 
sound’of a TV set in the woods just 
sets my nerves on edge. 

My lifelong preference, however, 
is Carry None. Strap your world 
on your back and go until you can't 
hear cars anymore. Go Deep. 

For this reason, I picked up an ex- 
military frame pack years ago -- a 
so-called "Alice" pack of Vietnam 
vintage. The pack got its name, sez 
the legend, because it's big enough 
to carry everything, including your 
girlfriend, Alice. 

Military gear used for camping is 
ugly as sin and heavy, but boy does 
it take a beating well. Instead of a 
fashionable "fanny pack," I picked 
up a standard GI web belt, to carry 
a canteen, sometimes a .22 pistol, 
and pouches full of small items that 
need to be handy, such as knife, 
compass, trail munchies and a fire 
starter. Always bring at least three 
firestarters, in different pockets, 

My motto in the woods is "Not 
fancy, but functional.” Military 
camping gear fits that requirement 
nicely. Its nothing but functional. 

My standard backpack load for an 
overnighter includes a nylon tent, a 
sleeping bag, and a set of nesting 
pots to handle cooking chores. That 
about does it for hardware, except 
for a flashlight. 

Hardware is heavy, and weight is 
a problem on a long hike. In fact, 
the longer you go, the heavier the 
pack gets.

One fairly light item I always put 
in the pack is a topographical map 
of the area, A plastic "golf club" 
tube cut to size will keep a rolled up 
map dry and handy. 

Why bring a hatchet, if the wood 
is easily broken over a convenient 
rock? I've never had to chop down 
a tree while camping, so no hatchet 
is necessary. When selecting wood 
for the fire, by the way, always try 
to pick a hardwood, such as oak, A 


soft wood, like pine, will bum fast - 


and leave nothing but ash, while the 
hardwoods burn nicely then leave a 
good bed of coals for cooking later, 
Unless boiling water, always cook 
over coals instead of flame. 

Something that is vital, I've found 
over the years, is entertainment, A 
long day in the woods with nothing 
to do but meditate is fine, but I get a 
little antsy. A telescoping fishing 
rod and a box of tiny lures and 
flies, will keep you amused all day. 
Small streams in the middle of no- 
where are sometimes alive with 
native brookies, a nice supplement 
to any camping meal. 

The best trout I've every eaten, 
by the way, was cooked on a stick 
over the fire like a hotdog, then 
eaten with fingers. Of course, that 
was in the Utah mountains, where 
small streams go for miles through 
the hills. 


A change of socks, and some wet 
weather gear, is stongly suggested. 
You'll be miserable if you get wet, 
so plan ahead. Also bring a jacket 
that will block the chill, because it 
gets cold at night no matter where 
you go. 

If you own a Space Blanket, bring 
it. When you sit by the campfire, 
sit on one edge of the Space Blanket

emorial Day, Flag Day, 

and Independence Day all 
fall within a six week time span 
which can make one ponder on 
the events that have contributed to 
making our country the nation it is 
today.

much celebrated Americal 
Division. The name is an acronym 
for Americans in New Caledonia 
and the unit was made up of the 
Wakefield unit and surplused 
National Guard units from Illinois 
and South Dakota. 

When you talk to the survivors 
of that unit you get the feeling 
that they don’t think of their 
actions as very important in the 
great scheme of the war. 

However, the history of the 
unit belies that feeling as it carries 
a unit citation giving every’ mem- 
ber a Bronze Star and a 
Presidential Naval Citation with a 
Battle Star for their participation 
in Guadalcanal. 

As you talk to the various sur- 
viving members you get the feel- 
ing that it was always the other 
fellow that did the work, and a 
written history of the compiled 
from the memoirs of Staff 
Sergeant Edgar “EJ.” Amirault 
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continues that spirit, 


The unpolished memoirs are a 
labor of love that was accom- 
plished with Amirault’s friends Ed 
and Judy Muse. Most of the writ- 
ing is verbatim accounts as 
Amirault remembered the events. 
However, to have it any other way 
would be to lose the “humanity” 
that is depicted. 

The title of the book, which is 
not on the market, is “To 
Conserve the Fighting Suength” 
and Ed said that he took the name 
from a motto over the door of the 
Brook Army Medical Center in 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas. It is 
subtitled “The Memoirs of a 
Combat Medic.” 

Amirault opens his memoirs 
remembering a stroll down 
Wakefield’s Main Street that took 
him from the community to a 
place in history within ten years. 

That first stroll was with a 
friend, Joseph Baril. 

Amirault remembers "walking 
down Main Street in Wakefield 
with my friend, Joseph Baril, we 
approached the Wakefield 
Armory. This was a hot day in the 
latter part of June in the year of 
1932, 

"Joe said to me, ‘Why don’t 
you join the National Guard?' I 
knew that the Company E, 182nd 
Infantry, 26th Yankee Division 
was stationed in the Armory. So I 
asked him ‘which one.' He replied, 
‘The Medics.’ I thought a second 
or two and said to him, ‘there’s no 
glory in the medics.’ 

"'No probably not’ was his 
reply, ‘but I get two bucks for 
bringing in a recruit and I'll give 
it to you.' 


"In that case," I said to him, 
"you take a buck and I'll take a 
buck." 

When the pair got inside, 
Amirault found out that his enlist- 
ment had already been discussed 
with the Commanding Officer, 
Major Ralph W, Dennen. 

Amirault signed up for three 
years and stayed in until his dis- 
charge in 1945, 


For the first 10-years life was 
not so bad for the shoe shop 
employee/medic. For attending 
the drills the men were paid the 
grand amount of $1, with a $12 
check every three months. 

That quiet picture changed in 
December of 1940 when the unit 
was activated. Shortly afterward, 
Amirault was promoted to Staff 
Sergeant, first sergeant in charge 
of the medics. 

“My first order was ‘Rest, 
smoke if you got them’,” he said. 

After a year of training the unit 
was sent down to New York and 
shipped out. 

In a conversation with a mem- 
ber of Company E of the division, 
the whole group almost missed 
the war by one day. He remem- 
bered that orders were sitting on 
his desk to deactivate the unit on 
December 8, 1941. Those orders 
were rescinded by Presidential 
Command on December 7, after 
the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

Amirault remembers that when 
the group shipped out they all had 
heavy winter clothes. 

He has recently met a member 
of the Merchant Marines, who

was part of the convoy taking the 
unit to the South Pacific. That 
man said the original orders were 
for northern Europe, but they 
were changed once the convoy 
was put to sea. 
Amirault vividly tells of the 
rough crossing the convoy had. 
Many of the men aboard the 
converted ocean liners were sea- 
sick at various points, According 
to Amirault that did not happen to 
him. Howevem the man in the 


bunk above his was seasick for 
the whole crossing which took 
over six weeks to complete, 

In his description, Amirault 
states “A soldier is supposed to 
travel on his stomach, but by the 
time we landed in Australia our 
pants were hanging loose,” * 


After a brief rest in Australia, 
the group was transferred to their 
new home in New Caledonia. The 
Test was much needed as the men 
on his ship came down with a 
severe case of dysentery just

What she had expected was a long and painful recovery 
that would seriously jeopardize her ability to care for five 
active children. But the doctors at New England Memorial 
had other plans for her. Only seven days after the removal 
of a diseased gall bladder, Denise Dorney found 
herself in a totally unexpected situation

As the Fist hospital in the area to acquire 
sophisticated laparoscopic equipment, and with 
a staff of surgeons well trained in the latest laser 
surgery techniques, New England Memorial 
offered Denise a relatively painless procedure 
requiring only minute incisions that could 
allow her to return home within 24 hours. All 


before the ship came into port. 

Amirault described the landing 
in New Caledonia as being very 
different than that in Australia as 
it was followed by a long hike 
into the mountains. 

After a stay on New Caledcnia, 
the unit was transferred again. 
This time the destination was 
Guadalcanal. 

Amirault remembers being 
strafed by Japanese planes as the 
men were climbing down the 
cargo nets into the Higgins Boats 
for transfer to the shore. 

When they got as close as pos- 
sible to land, the men had to jump 
into the water, which Amirault 
remembers as coming up to his 
armpits. 

The crew then had to wade 
back out from the beach to the 
boats as they carried in the needed 
gear and supplies. 

As Amirault describes it, the 
conditions did not get much better 
as the time went on. 

The medics were always in the 
thick of the fighting and per- 
formed many acts of heroism. 

The first of these was on the 
third night on Guadalcanal. With 
firing all around, Amirault found 
himself running to the aid of a 
man that had been hit. When he 
teached the fallen G.I., Amirault 
fell prone to the ground and after 
assessing the wounds managed to 
administer two shots of morphine. 

By that time he had been 
joined by another medic, Bill 
Kelner and Captain Charles E. 
Brady, a doctor from Vermont. 
The three managed to get the man 
back to the aid tent and he was 
later brought to field hospital 
where he died. 


Amirault tells the stories of 
other’s heroic actions more than 
his own. The pages are filled with 
the names of local people in the 
unit such as; Dave Carney of 
Wakefield and Ralph Evans of 
Reading; Charles DeCecca of 
Wakefield, who was killed in 
action and Fran LeFave of 
Wakefield who dodged machine 
gun fire saving another man’s life. 

The book is not all the dreary 
portions of the war. It includes 
honest stories about the relief men 
sought in mild pranks. Also in 
escapades under the influence of 
liquor, made from 190 proof alco- 
hol, 

The following lines were com- 
posed by Amirault to describe 
what life seemed like in those 
days: 


We plied our medics on 
Guadalcanal, 

With blood plasma and carbines 
wading through hell, 

Aye, we learned, comrades, and 

did we learn well, 
On that blood soaked satanic 

isle of Guadalcanal.

To relieve the stress of the 
daily war, the men would put on 
their own shows and also visit 
native villages for the local enter- 
tainment. 

The troops were able to get a 
Turkey for two Christmases. The 
first was on Guadalcanal and was 
eaten voraciously by the troops as 
they were under bombardment 
from the Japanese. 

In his writing Amirault 
described the following: 


The island vibrated, on that 
Christmas Day 
As the Shells and the bullets did 
ricochet. 

T’was Christmas in the year 
nineteen forty two 
Where the sky was a rancid 
misty hue. 

It was not from the nature’s 
environment 
It was from the American and 
Japanese bombardment. 

I could see the island shake to 
the core 
As I stood on Guadalcanal, it 
was war. 

I thought this was the Lord’s 
birthday, an unholy mess 
T’was a far cry from Heaven, a 
helluva Christmas. 

The Navy was dropping depth 
charges into the bay 
That added to the tremor on the 
island, Christmas Day. 


The following year, the troops 
were on board a ship to 
Bougainville at Christmas time 
and the best the Navy could offer 
them was ground beef on toast 
“with some kind of gravy,” 
according to Amirault. He 
described it more fully as the well 
known s.0.s. 

Christmas 1944 once again 
brought a turkey to the Americal. 
However, Amirault was on duty

that day and a man was hit by 
lightening. 

Afier several hours of artificial 
resuscitation, the man’s life was 
saved, but all the food had been 
eaten, 

Amirault described his disap- 
pointment. “Then I went into the 
mess tent for my Christmas din- 
ner. All I found was an empty tent 
and a wet soggy biscuit-not even a 
diluted canteen cup of coffee, I 
picked up the soggy biscuit and 
dropped it. It made a sloppy 
sound as it hit the ground. That 
was my Christmas. Not one ounce 
of food did I eat that day.” 


The war was not kind to 
Amirault as he writes from per- 
sonal experience, about the agony 
of suffering from Malaria. 

An accident while riding in a 
Jeep brought Amirault into the 
hospital and shortly after that he 
was rotated home. 

While in the hospital, Amirault 
received the word that his brother 
Edwin (Gill) had been killed in 
the Battle of the Bulge in the 
European Theater of Operations. 

According to Amirault, the 
man who got him into all this in 


the first place, Baril, was also 
killed. He had left the medics for 
a tour in the Merchant Marines 
and was killed off the coast of 
Russia, 

Judy Muse got Amirault started 
on his story when she first heard 
about his being awarded the 
Bronze Star. 

It started by having Amirault 
write his stories into a green spiral 
notebook, That grew into a second 
book and then Muse borrowed her 
boss’s word processor from the 
Delta Dental Plan. 

When husband Ed reads the 
stories he remembers some of the 
pranks that are related as similar 
to ones played when he and his 
father served as Medics in the 
same unit. 

Copies of the story have been 
sent to Amirault’s family in Nova 
Scotia and other copies have been 
requested by Amirault’s surviving 
comrades. 

The Muses are looking to add 
to the book and are asking for 
more stories and comments.

SPORTS SAFETY - So that you 
and your family can fully enjoy 
the popular sports of summer, Dr. 
Dudley offers some sports safety 
advice, "Even if your child knows 
how to swim, they should never 
be allowed to swim alone unsu- 
pervised," cautions Dr, Dudley, 
"Children should always wear a 
life preserver -- an inflated toy is 
not a substitute. And they should 
be taught safety rules, such as ‘no 
pushing’ and 'no diving in shallow 
water of unknown depth'." 
Precautions also apply to another 
summer activity -- biking. "No 
matter what age you are, if you 
bike, you should always wear a 
helmet.

For all of this fragmentation, the 
movie is still one heck of a good 
time. The action scenes are stun- 
ning and the plot is more than a lit- 
tle politically correct. For once 
Maid Marian isn't a whimpering 
damsel in distress. In fact, she's a 
touch, no nonsense feminist. Robin 


is a green warrior, living off the 
forest and wasting nothing. Even 
the Sheriff of Nottinghams' 
wretched evilness is somewhat 
explained away as the result of an 
abusive childhood. 


Okay, it's also a little self-righ- 
teous, but at least the filmmakers 
tried to bring the legend into the 
Nineties without clinging to a lot of 
archaic dogma. It's just too bad 
director Reynolds couldn't get a 
firmer handle on this film. It had 
the potential to blow us away. 
Instead, it just sort of breezes over 
us.

It's the kind of whiz-bang movie 
that has you cheering for the hero- 
ine and tossing your popcom at the 
bad guys. Blatantly derivative of 
old-time serials and ridiculously 
simplistic, "The Rocketeer" is 
unabashed cornball, in-your-face 
fun. 

Set in Los Angeles in 1938, the 
plot manages to encompass Nazi 
villains, a glamorous film industry, 
the mob, daredevil airplane pilots 
and young love of the purest vari- 
ety. Bill Campbell, white bread and 
wide-eyed, is Cliff, a good-hearted 
pilot who stumbles upon an incred- 
ible rocketpack that enables him to 
(gasp) fly without his plane. Cliff, 
and his oddball buddy inventor 
Peevy, played by Alan Arkin, know 
they should turn the invention over 
to the Feds, who tore up an airstrip 
looking for it. But the enterprising 
duo figure they can earn a few 
bucks before doing the right thing. 

Of course, before these two 
manage to turn a profit with some 
exhibition performances, Cliff is 
forced to save the day by becoming 
the mysterious Rocketeer, thus 
revealing himself to the Bad Guys 
(oh no!) who come looking for this 
technological marvel. 

As musty as this story is, direc- 
tor Joe Johnson injected so much 
energy into the flick that its less 
trite than you'd expect. There is 
also a fair amount of humor - dou- 
ble double-entendres and such - 
that will go right over the kids’ 
heads but make the movie all the 
more palatable for adults. The end- 
ing is all a bit much, heaping good 
guy sentiment on top of outland‘sh 
stunts, the film still doesn't fall into 
a "Raider of the Lost Ark" trap, 
usually quite common for big bud- 
get summer flicks.
